Payment on the accident policy 
begins tin* day the injury is in­ 
curred and in case of sickness it 
begins eight days after.

The company has also made a- 
vailable an insurance plan for the 
worker's immediate family, regard­ 
less of the number and up to the 
age of 18. at a cost of $3.25 per 
month.

The fertilizer applied on the cot­ 
ton was 200 pounds of 0-20-20 on 
ten acres and the entire twenty- 
six acres got 30 pounds of 12-12-12 
per acre. As of this date, thirty- 
two 4R0-|>ound bales of lint cotton 
have been picked and it is esti­ 
mated that Bill will have seven 
more 480 pound bales. This will 
be an average cf 720 pounds of 
lint cotton per acre. 
In the way of comparison, Tay­ 
lor’s neighbor, just across t h e 
fence, with the same tvpe of soil 
but some difference in fertilizer 
application and no irrigation, made 
just 265 pounds of lint cotton per 
acre. The same twenty-six acres 
that will make the 720 pounds of 
lint cotton per acre this year made 
only five bushels of corn per acre 
in 1952. 
The increase in vield of corn 
and cotton will pay for the cost of 
irrigation system plus some $1400 
profit. The Taylors will pay up 
current this year with Farmers 
Home Administration.
